Through the suggestion of a mutual friend I got a call last week from 
Alex/KB61IDO, military radio collector and, as it turned out, all 
around great guy. His suggestion was that we operate from the 
historic Presidio army post, just recently turned over to the National 
Park Service. Our operating location would be at the site of the old 
coastal artillery radio station, which still has the original antenna 
poles standing. 


Since my military stuff is in the not-really-portable class, Alex said 
he'd provide a GRC-9 and PRC-47 from his collection along with 
antennas, batteries, headsets, etc. It was starting to sound like all 
I'd need to do was show up and operate so I of course immediately 
agreed. 


We met at the site on Friday evening to hang a 75m antenna from the 
poles so we'd be ready for fun on Saturday. After much sweating, 
tramping through brambles and flinging of various ropes we managed to 
string up the dipole at a reasonable height (it didn't catch us in the 
throat as we walked around) and retired for the evening. 


At 0800 Saturday morning we met again and began to set up the 
equipment. This was done on the tailgate of my '58 Willys wagon which 
seemed made for the purpose. Not a military vehicle, I admit, but 
xalmostx. 


We hooked up the GRC-9 first, a great little set with a DY-88 
dynamotor power supply about twice its size and weight! Application 
of 24V produced a wonderful eeeeee from the dynamotor and a subtle 
zzzzzt from the vibrator... but no peep from the receiver. At this 
turn of events Alex glanced at the GN-43 hand generator he had 
thoughtfully provided and I knew what was coming. Without exchanging 
a word I took my place on the little seat of the tripod mount and, on 
cue, started crankng - this in 94 degree heat that was a record for 
San Francisco that day. Ah, well. At least nobody was shooting at me 
as was the case for the original operators. But now the transmitter 
wouldn't load so it looked like we were out of luck with the GRC-9. 
Secretly relieved, I turned my attention to the PRC-47. 


This no-nonsense, 100W SSB radio perked right up on 3975Kc/s where we 
found Paul/N6FEG and Bjorn/SM5UR awaiting us. We had a great ol' time 
talking to them (and some others), twiddling the knobs, changing 
antennas, putting out ground radials, all the kinda stuff so near to 
the heart of the true radio wacko. I even got to try my J-47 
knee-key. Plus Alex and I got to know each other, exchanging stories 
of his time as a military intercept operator and mine as a similar 
operator for various bands of environmental do-gooders. 


Then it was time for photo documentation with the plan being to drive 
the Jeep with the equipment still on the tailgate around to the sunny 
side of the transmitter building for better light. At the very last 
moment I noted that the GRC-9 was still attached to the dipole, 
thereby avoiding the typically ham event of pulling all the equipment 
off the tailgate and the dipole down on top of the whole mess. If the 
photos turn out as well as I hope perhaps you'll get a glimpse of our 
adventure in the California Historical Radio Society journal, Electric 
Radio and, of course, in the newsletter of the West Coast Willys club. 


I want to thank Alex for the best radio fun I've had in many years. 
It was great, just like old-time field days of the late 50's. -xPlusx 
I've now got the bug for portable military gear for next year's Armed 
Forces Day. Any suggestions?

There's been lot's of discussion over the origin of the name (Bristo, 

Bristol) used for this set of wrenches. Over the weekend I found my old 

set I've had since probably the late 50's. There are 9 keys in it ranging 
from a 6 point at .180 to a 6 point at .0585, with two 4 points in the range. 
The significant thing is the markings on the pouch the keys come in. On one 
side, the pouch is stamped "Bristol's Spline Key Kit" (notice the apostrophe). 
The other side of the pouch is stamped Spline Key Kit, No. SS-408, 

The Bristol Company, Waterbury, Conn. So from this it looks like the keys 

are correctly called Spline Keys and the Bristol Company of Waterbury Conn 
put out a line of sets that they referred to as Bristol's, and hence the name 


became generic to the type of key much like people say they'll make a "xerox" 
copy of something, while they may really be using a different brand of 
copier to do it.

I have seen some discussion concerning receiver selectivity and thought 
I would throw this out for comment. A cheap and easy way to increase 
selectivity, audio-wise, is to use a series L-C circuit in an audio 
stage of the receiver. This can be switched across the cathode resistor 
in an audio stage easily. If the cathode resistor is bypassed with a 
capacitor, which is usually the case (especially in the power output 
stage), the cap must be switched out when the L-C circuit is switched 
in. What I have used in the past is one of the common (used to be common 
anyway) 88mh toroids popular with the RTTY folks. That in series with 
about .75uf makes the circuit makes it resonant around 700 Hz.

Well, I've done it! I've found the last piece to my "SB" station puzzle 
- the SB-640 VFO. Now I've assembled a complete station, from the SB-600 
thru the SB-650 anchored with the SB-102 & SB-200. 


Unfortunately, the dial on the VFO (same as the SB-100/101/102) with it's 
"spiraled" channel in which the guide pin travels, is cracked. Also, the 
case is repainted to a color that is close, but not close enough to 
original. 


Does anyone out there have a Heath junkyard? I'd need a nice dial off of 
a terminally wounded transceiver and a cabinet, from let's say, a speaker 
from the SB line. 


Another question. Since I just introduced the linear amp to the 
station,does it matter where I put the (SB-610) signal monitor in the 
line? The manuals with the units don't specify where it should go - 
between the transceiver and the amp - or - between the amp and the 
antenna. I'm not sure if the 610 is meant to handle the power output of 
a linear.

1. RAX-1 Receiver 7-27 mc This unit is mostly original, someone converted the 
fillament string to 6.3v and mounted an SO-239 on the front.
